The only way a 
pasture plan can work out successfully is by us 
ing the right amount of minerals and fertilizers 
Soil testing laboratories will tell you the exact 
amount needed if you will send in soil samples 

Pastures need to be limed to a pH of 65 
which takes from 1 to 3 tons ling to the 
soil area. Five hundred pounds of superphos- 
phate and 100 to 200 pounds of muriate of 
potash are used to start a along with 
100 pounds of ammonium nitrate or 200 pounds 
of nitrate of soda. One thousand pounds of bask 
slag can be used for the phosphate 

In order to maintain pastures, an application 
of 300 pounds of superphosphate, 50 to 100 pounds 
of potash, or 800 pounds of bask with the 
potash is needed annually 

In the case of ladino or other 
phosphate and potash, 800 Ibs. 20% 
phate and 200 Ibs. muriate of potash or 
ton of basic slag are used the first 
succeeding year 1,000 ibs. of bask

If 
the weather stays moderate, one 
more sack of ammonium nitrate is 
top-dressed December 1 and another 
sack applied to all oats where grain 
is to be harvested. 

For sudan or millet, 32 Ibs. nitro- 
gen are used if seed is broadcast, 
while 16 Ibs. are recommended if 
planted in 40-inch rows. If moisture 
is plentiful, a top-dressing of 32

The January government report 
showed that egg production during 


December was 12% greater than De- 
cember of a year ago and 50% great- 
er than the 1938-47 December av 
erage. In fact, for the nation the 
number of eggs produced reached a 
all-time high. This record pro- 
duction is the result of more layers 
on farms and more eggs laid per 
hen. The number of potential layers 
January 1 was 6% greater than a 
year ago. The lay was at the rate 
of 38 eggs per 100 hens compared 
with 36 eggs a year ago and 27 for 
the 10-year average, 1939-1948

Government Price Support 

Under the Agricultural Act of 
1949, the Secretary of Agriculture 
may support egg prices at any level 
he decides up to 90% of parity. Du: 
ing January and February the De 
partinent of Agriculture is purchas 
ing eggs from egg driers who have 
paid producers not less than 25 cents 
a dozen at the farm at the re 
ceiving station).

Egg Prices and Feed Costs 


Right now egg prices are so low 
that many poultry farmers are get- 
ting sour. In December (latest offi 
cial figure) the average Wisconsin 
farm price was 35 cents a dozen 
the lowest since 1941. Since then 
farm prices have dropped another 7 
to 10 cents (January 20). In Janu- 
ary 1949 Wisconsin prices averaged 
41 cents. This year they may well 
be 12 to 15 cents below that 

Feeds are also going down a little 
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but not much. A concentrate that 
cost $5.50 a hundred pounds a year 
ago is now down to about $5. An 
important reason why feed costs

Egg Prices Follow Consumer Incomes 


For 35 years the retail price of 
eggs tas been closely tied to con 
sumer incomes. However, during the 
past three years the climb of ege 
prices Was steeper than consumer 
incomes. Early last fall consumers 
paid an al) time high price compared 
with the same months of previous 
years. Retail prices may have 
climbed too high for the good of the 
poultry industry Consumers with 
small pocketbooks and 
lies cut their egg purchases As is 
generally the case, once a consumer 
is weaned away from a product he 
is likely to stay away for a whil 
Then it takes a real price drop to 
bring him back 

For the coming year consumer 
incomes are expected to tx 
Forecasters are optimistic rf 
coarse, many food prices are inching 
down a bit. That sets an upper limit 
on what eggs will bring. Even « 
the poultry industry isn’t “going 
the dogs” in a hand basket 
are almost certain to firm up in the 
months to come to where a 
poultryman with a good flock will do 
as well on his poultry as on his 
dairy or livestock.

There is one unalterable rule for success in 
making a tossed green salad It is written in 
every cook book and every magazine article on 
salad making 

The secret is in the one word—dry. Every 
salad making authority says: “Toss greens light 
ly in @ towel to dry before using” or “dry greens 
by shaking in « wire basket or colander.” But 
that littl word “dry” sometimes slips by us If 
the greens are not dry the salad dressing be- 
omes diluted, the salad loses its crispness, and 
the whole effect is one of wateriness 

In a true French salad about half a tablespoon 
f vinegar or lemon juice, a generous dash of 
salt, and a tablespoon or more of salad or olive 
| is placed in the bottom of a cool wooden 


bow! which is used exclusively for salad making 
and which is wiped clean after using but never 
washed in soapy water. Then tue cleaned greens 
are added—cold, crisp, and utterly dry; and 
tossed, never stirred, very lightly with two forks 
or a wooden spoon and fork. If desired, the bow! 
may be rubbed with garlic as the first step, or a 
little garlic salt may be added before tossing 
Some salad makers crumble a little Roquefort- 
type cheese into the oil 

After you have made many French salads, you 
will find yourself measuring the oi! and acid less 
and less often. And you will probably be able to 
gauge the amounts you need fairly accurately 
But it may be well for you to chant, as did one 
of the best tossed salad makers I have ever 
known: “Heavy on the oil and light on the 
vinegar!”

Cow and Heifer Prices 


Farmers outside of the market 
milk areas who have a lot of rough- 
age may well consider marketing 
some of their roughage through 
dairy heifers. Bred dairy heifers 
have been selling in Wisconsin at 
$250 to $300 per head. The quantity 
of feed required to raise a dairy 
heifer is about equal to the quantity 
needed to feed a milk cow for one 
year. Roughage usually makes up a 
larger proportion of the feed for 
growing heifers than for milk cows. 
The labor required to raise a dairy 
heifer is about half of the labor re- 
quired to care for a cow one year 

At $3 per 100 ibs. milk, it would 
take 8,333 ibs. to bring a gross re- 
turn of $250. Back in 1910-1929 in 
Wisconsin, it took only 4,000 Ibs 
milk to equal a cow in value. From 
1925 to 1947 the average price of a 
cow was equal to 5,000 Ibs. milk at 
average prices. The first eleven 
months of 1949 the average price 
of a cow was equal in value to 
6,900 Ibs. milk 

To be sure, the prices of cows may 
not continue as favorable in relation 
to milk as during 1949, but the high 
prices for milk in eastern and south- 
ern fluid milk markets offer a strong 
incentive for dairymen in those areas 
to buy most of their cows and to use 
their roughage for milk cows rather 
than for heifers. To make up for 
the large differences in milk prices 
between Wisconsin and the eastern 
and southern fluid milk markets the 
favorable heifer and cow prices of- 
fer some help. Dairy farmers whc 
have plenty of roughage, and need 
to save labor in getting it used, will 
find this worth considering. Good 
stock and a good sales outlet are 
essential for obtaining top prices —

We have « two-year-old heifer 
that has just had one of her hind 
teats smashed. It is compiectely im- 
possible to draw any milk whatse- 
ever from the quarter. I am won- 
dering if a person dries this quarter 
off and doesn't feol around with a 
milk tube or dilators, if it will prob- 
ably finally heal with the teat canal 
open and come back ta production 
next year. 

We have had this trouble before 
and I have cured some by using « 
milk tube and dilaters but have 
ruined twice as many as I have ever 
cured. I also dried one up once and 
it was O.K. the next time the cow 
freshened. 

Smashed teats are our largest 
trouble in the winter and I would 
appreciate any information you could 
give me on treating this kind of in- 
jury.
